The Crindle-Reynolda ixpose—Bow Some 
Recent fp irit Manifestations were Pro­ 
duced 
A reeeat letter in M ind and Matter, of Philadel­ 
phia, on materialization, from George Frederic Par­ 
sons, until a year ago connected with this journal as 
chief eaitorial w riter,attracted much attention oi. this 
coast, where it was reproduced. 
He asserted with 
evident sincerity aud unquestioned honesty of belief 
that through the mediumship of 5Irs. Elsie Reyn­ 
olds, of San Francisco, he had seen his deceased 
daughter materialized from spirit into natural form, 
and that form had again been dematerialized while 
in his very arms. 
W ith all the positheness of con­ 
viction, he gave all the details and announced his 
unhesitating belief in the genuineness of the mani­ 
festations, concerning which he believed he could 
not have been deceived. A few days after, this 
journal announced, and was the first to so express 
it, its belief th at Mrs. Reynolds was a fraud, and 
that Mr. Parsons had been grossly deceived, his grief 
over the loss of his daughter, his a flection for her, 
aud his strong desire to believe in her existence in a 
future state, predisposing him to boconie the victim 
of a shrewd, designing trickster, who deceived the 
senses and led the judgm ent astray through the 
avenue of the affections, rendered doubly Sensitive 
by sore affliction. 
Letter? in number wt re received 
giving testimony of ttie frauds of the woman Reyn­ 
olds, who has elsew here been known as Crindle, who 
at one time gave exhibitions in Sacramento under 
the latter name. 


A SD IT AGAINST A MEDIUM. 
Among other letters received was one stating that 
an action was commenced by a man named Mi itz 
against 5irs. Reynolds f.»r obtaining money under 
false pretenses, by inducing false materializations. 
G. B. Militz had been for sonic time attending the 
seances of the woman. 
He at last doubted, and at 
a given seance seized upon a materialization and 
found that he had a handful of gauze and a fight on 
hand, as some of the henchmen of the medium fell 
uj>oii him and beat him roundly, and “ fired” hitu 
into the street. 
He had one of his assailants, 
W. 
Lewis, of Oakland, arrested, but the defendant 
went into Court, pleaded guilty, was fined $10 and 
paid it. 
Militz then commenced the action referred 
to. This is the case t<* which the letter signed 
“ Junius" published in the San Francisco Call, and 
reproduced in the Kbcord-Union, made reference as 
soon to be tried. 
Une correspondent informs the 
Kkcord-I MON that the case has several times been 
called, and as frequently postponed. 
Another cor­ 
respondent, who is herself a medium and a devoted 
spirituadst, sa>sthat she knows there are material­ 
izing mediums who are m the habit of practicing 
gross frauds. This correspondent says, however, 
th at she was cognizant at the Kast of some of the 
methods by which these frauds were perpetrated. 
In Chicago this lady was oue of a number of wit­ 
nesses tu an exposure. 
At that time there were 
used rubber faces, muslin, false whiskers, mous­ 
taches, a ring and some tinsel paper. The medium’s 
hair was worn loo ely and rough, and beneath it 
were concealed the moustache and beard. 
A black 
linen thread held all to place, unobserved. 
All the 
articles, ussd when combined, did not occupy a 
spice larger than one’s list. The ring was concealed 
in the hair of the medium also. The rubber which 
was very fine—finer than skin film almost, and in 
the highest degree flexiole and capah.e of conceal­ 
ment in an 


EXCEEDINGLY SMALL COMPASS 
Of space-together with the strip of muslin and 
some tinsel paper, were tucked into a ripped place 
in the hem * f the dress or skirt of the medium. 
On another occasion, where this same lady was on 
the committee of examination, the medium was 
stripped naked and examined and no inflatable rub­ 
bers found about her. 
But she refused to submit 
to a closer inspection, and was the same evening de­ 
tected in fraud, and confessed where on her person, 
without clothing, the rubber films were concealed, 
which explained her refusal to be closely examined 
on the grounds of immodesty. 
B utin the Chicago 
case, to resume, the muslin was used variously, sa\s 
our correspondent, for shoulder kerchief, for cap, 
for head bandage, a sleevo, a robe, etc. 
The ti sei 
paper was shown as a bracelet, and the ring used as 
such. 
Ah the medium wore no rings this was con­ 
sidered, when seen on a spirit finger, as a fine test. 
Mrs. Crindle-Reynolds was the subject of exposure 
in Clyde, O., at the hands of h society of Spiritual­ 
ists who, believing her to be a fraud upon their re­ 
ligion, took me asures that resulted in her exposure 
in that place. 
The Religio-Philogophical Journal 
is published in Chicago, and is a prominent spiritual 
organ. 
In it? issue of February 2 2 ,1882, is a letter 
from New York, in which the writer says : “ The 
Crindle-Reynolus exposure is the principal topic f<»r 
the discussion of the hour. There was no p >ssi le 
way for the woman to cover up the imposture save 
by declaring herself to be the instrum ent of evil 
spirits.” In the same paper appears an article from 
a correspondent w ho, in the course of the com­ 
munication says : “ 1 send the inclosed statem ent 
from the Boston Herald of to day, which fully cor­ 
roborates all th at the Clyde spiritualists claimed." 
In the same paper appears an extract from a p i­ 
per, also spiritualistic, entitled Tico Worlds, which 
s*ys: 


“ TH E EXPOSURE OK MRS. CRINDLE-REYNOLDS 
In Brooklyn last Friday night was so complete t at 
he eafter no reliance should be placed upon any 
alle.ed manifestations th at may occur through her 
agency. She has been proven a* bare-f iced trickster 
and impostor, making merchandise of Spiritualism 
and the most sacred feelings of our nature, and 
should hereafter be shunned by all true Spiritual­ 
ists.” In the same paper (the Rclirjin-Philn*;ph¡cal 
Journal) appears an article from tne New York Sv.t, 
from which we quote as follows : 
“ There w is an excited meeting of Brooklyn Spir­ 
itualists in Everett Hall, in Ful on street, hist even­ 
ing, at which the topic discussed was the exposure 
of Mrs Crindle-Reynolds, a materializing medium, 
in the reridence of Mr. Beard in Ryerson street on 
Friday evening. 
51rs. Crindle Reynolds’ materiali­ 
zations have been astonishing Spiritualists in this 
city and Brooklyn. 
Much confidence has been re 
posed in ln-r since she gave a test seance in this city, 
at which Professor Kiddle was* the Chairman of the 
committee of twenty that examined her cabinet, and 
imposed certain conditions w ith which she complied. 
The committee was so well satiafie i with the result 
that all the committee signed a report i:i her f v r. 
On Fridiy evening Mrs. Crindle Reynolds had an 
assembly of about thirty Spiritualists. She went 
behind a curtain which parted in the middle to be­ 
gin her materializations, 
-he took no bundles or 
wraps behind the curtain, th it could be seen. When 
the cabinet was examined it was found free from 
any paraphernalia. The lights were all turned out 
with the exception of one burner. 
That was turned 
low so as to cast a dim light over t he room. 
Pres­ 
ently two materialized spirits appeared before the 
company. They were clad in the finest illusion, ami 
their faces were seraphic. The drapery was long 
and flowing from one spirit, which seemed material­ 
ized only about half way down, while the other 
seemed solid from head to foot; and while the un­ 
steady spirit had a wavy, willowy motion, th . . ther 
seemed firm and stal-.vart. 
'i he spirit that seemed 
to be legless held what appeared to be an out­ 
stretched arm to the other, and moved with it when 
it moved, like the Siamese twins. Suddenly Mr. 
Beard, a nervous and suspicious believer, turned up 
the gas, and Mrs. Crindle-Reynolds, 
HALF DISBCBEJ) 
Stood with her mask over her face, clad in illusion, 
holding at the end of her outstretched arm another 
mask ; from her hand draped folus of flimsy lace, 
after the accepted style of Celestial dressmaking. 
I ho women uUered screams, and the men were 
furious with rage. The medium declared that she 
was unconscious of what had happened, and claimed 
that she was ignorant of the possession of the par­ 
aphernalia, and that she had been made the instru­ 
mentality of evil spirit?. 
“ Mr. Brown, who was one of the committee, said 
that this explanation was too psychological, because 
he had seen the very same masks and the same 
drapery four or five tunes before?. The women said 
the medium earned the wardrobe in the bosom of 
her dress, as they had half suspected. 
It was de­ 
clared emphatically that the flesh and hone ma­ 
terialization business had received asevere blow. 
Mr. Brown was ready, he said, to confecs that he 
had been made a ftnjl of. The day before he was 
ready to fight anybody who would call Mrs. Rey­ 
nolds a fraud ; now he was ready to offer a resolu­ 
tion condemning her as one. 
51r. Beard said the 
medium was offered $100 to produce any materiali­ 
zation that was not fraudulent, and she was unable 
to do so. The meeting tabled a motion to appoint a 
committee to investigate the circumstances sur­ 
rounding the exposure, but gave Mr. Beard a vote 
of thank? for exposing the medium.” 
COMING CLOSE HOME. 
The R ecord-U s ion has already published letters 
showing how the Crnmle-Reynolds woman hud ma­ 
terialized spirit hair that had “ nit? ” in it, and giv­ 
ing testimony regarding witnesses who had aided 
the medium in duping victims bv personating spirits. 
Yesterday the San Francisco Chronicle published 
further testimony oi alik e character. 
The sum of 
evidence now positively fixes upon the woman atro­ 
cious frauds, and it is lair to assume th at she had 
confederates in Sacramento in the case of the deceit 
of Mr. Parsons, who supplied the necessary informa­ 
tion that was used to deceive him 
We say all the 
justifiable inferences are in th at direction. * 
‘ From the exposures last puoiished referred t • 
above, we learn—and justice to the public demands 
their publication—that the San Francisco public has 
been especially wary of materializing mediums 
since the exposure of Mrs. Carrie Sawyer’s methods 
of fraud. This woman had a brief history in Sac­ 
ramento, which 
ended 
ingloriousiy, as sincere 
spiritualists detected her in the use of a trap-door 
beneath her cabinet 
5!r. Butterfield, a well-known 
citizen of Sacramento, and a believer in *p:rirual 
philosophy, open’y denounced 51 r?. Sawyer as a 
fraud, a fact he discovered from his own tests. 
Dr. 
U. H. Pierson, of Sacramento, also took occasion to 
apply a simple test to the woman th at disc!osed her 
trickery, ¿inc.? the snuffing out of the Sawyer 
woman no one has been so successful in “ material­ 
izing,” as 


THE CRINDLE-REYNOLDS MEDIUM, 
Who is now to be tried for swindling G. B. Melitz 
on the 8th of August last at a materializing seance, 
when he grasped a spirit and got a licking for his 
pain?. The San Francisco expose of this woman 
shows that she came originally from Oregon. 
Her 
madden name was Eliza Dunbar. 
When JS or 20 she 
married Clark P. Crandall. 
They soon separated 
and she came ten years ago to S m Francisco, calling 
herself Elsie Crindle instead of Etiz» Crandall. She 
was some time after married to a Mr. Reynolds. 
She was a professed medium in Oregon, but her rep­ 
utation for truth and honesty was not immaculate 
as related to her manifestations. T. W. Davenport, 
of Silverton, o r., so writes of her. 
He is a Spirit 
ualkt, and hardly willing to believe all her manifest­ 
ations were fraud, but does beiieve some were. 
IN 8AN FRANCISCO 
She began with dark seances on Second street, but 
soon moved to the house of a Mrs. 51o?»re, 1024 
Howard street. 
Mr?. Moore says she was fully con­ 
vinced that her mediumship wag “ all hum bug,” and 
that all her pretended manifestations were fraudu­ 
lent. 
5Irs. Reynolds had endeavored to induce her 
to go into business with her. 
Mrs Sophia Whitney, 
a dressmaker residing on Jessie street, stated that 
she had resided for a time ut the Sacrameuto House, 
Third and Mission sheets. 
Mrs. Reynolds had a 
suite of rooms there for her materialization sea nee?, 


a front and a back parlor, which U tter she used as a 
cabinet, and a dark bedroom off that, where the 
person*tors of spirits dressed. 
There were slats 
across the door between the back parlor and the dark 
bedroom, which gave it the appearance of being 
permanently closed, but one of these slaU was in­ 
geniously arranged so »•» to be readily removed and 
the door opened. 
Mrs. Whitney one night consented 
to personate a materialized spirit. 
Mrs. Reynolds 
wanted her to make a business of it, and said she 
was a fool to few her eyes out for a pittance when 
there was so much money in the medium business. 
On that occasion the dark bedroom was used as a 
dressing-room, aud, the slat being readily removed, 
she and the other persons taking" part passed with­ 
out difficulty into the room used asa cabinet. 
She 
was partially undressed, her face was powdered 
white, and she w as enveloped in a gauzy robe. 


MORE FRAUDS. 
Mrs. A. B. Souther, a medium at 1155 Mission 
street, 51rs. Whitney savs, personated materialized 
spirit? for Crindle-Reynolds. 
Another who aided 
was 5Ds Feathers, then of 110 Taylor street, but 
now of Petaluma. 
51 rs. F. succeeded 51 rs. 8. as 
“ Inez Logan,” a spirit that haunts the Souther 
seances. 
Mrs F. took the part of Inez, so that Mrs. 
Souther could be seen in the audience, and thus 
disarm a suspicion that ha 1 arisen regarding her 
identity with the spirit. 
Colonel L. B. Hopkins was 
present and declared (Feather?) the spirit «f Inez to 
be genuine. 
Mrs 
Feather? told her she could 
hardly keep from laughing out, for Hopkins un­ 
doubtedly recognized her, taking particular notice 
of a ring he bad repeatedly seen on her hand. 


MORE LIGHT. 
Dr. A. 5Iorton, who keeps a spiritual bookstore at 
210 Stockton street, say? 51r?. Foye, the medium, 
told him that at a Reynolds seance she was of the 
committee to examine the medium, who, at i? con­ 
clusion, made an excuse to go to the ladies* toilet, 
where the woman Feathers accompanied her, and 
got $3 for passing her the “ goods” with which the 
materializatioTis were effee'ed. She concealed them 
under her clothing and entered the cabinet. 
Mrs. 
Marv E. Thayer, 209 Valencia street, says that f *ur 
years ago she attended the lights for Mrs. Reynolds’ 
seances at the Sacramento House, and while so do­ 
ing she saw lights shining .through the open do*>r of 
the dark bedroom, the wardrobe standing before the 
door having been turned partly round so as to allow 
of the egress and ingress of the persons represent­ 
ing materialized spirits. 
She said that when Mrs 
Reynolds was personating “jGruff ” she saw tne 
mask which she used, and also Mrs. Reynolds’ beck 
hair.

THE SENSE OF TOUCH, 
Mrs. Hendee, a medium residing at the corner of 
Fifth and Maraet streets, said that she had recog­ 
nized 51rs. Souther while 5Irs. Souther was person­ 
ating a spirit for Mrs Reynolds. 
She reached out 
and felt her corsets under the gauze robe. 
Mr?. Lena C. Cooke, 320 51ason street, savs that 
her sister-in-law, Fannie King, the daughter of 
51 rs Fuller, who attends to the lights fur 5!rs. Rey­ 
nolds' seance?, b>ld her that she had personated 
spirits for 5Irs. Reynolds, and s<> had her mother 
and sister Sadie many time», and that the last-m en­ 
tioned used to personate Bertie Wilson, daughter of 
the Wilsons of Alameda. Sadie told her sister Fan­ 
nie that Mrs. Reynolds agreed to give her and her 
husband $1 each to go to Laurel Hall, 32 O’Farrell 
street, and recognize a test about some bananas, 
which was done about a year and a half ago. 
Re­ 
cently, since Mr. Militz 'had Mrs. King subpenaed 
as a w itness, Sadie ha? been to her ami roundly be­ 
rated her for “ giving the woole family aw ay” to 
her sister-in-law, Mr?. Cooke, telling* her that if 
she goes into Court and tes ities, it will be taking 
the bread out of their mother’s (M-s. Fuller's) 
mouth. Mr. King told this to Mrs Cook, his eisUr, 
ami w as indignant that his wife had “ let the cat 
out of the bag.” Not long ?go, at a seance at 33$ 
O'Farrell street, a “ spirit ” came out of the cabi* et 
and announced that her medium was then “ dema­ 
terialized, ’ and one of “ the fr.ithful ” looked be­ 
hind the curtains and sure enough the medium was 
gone, and did not get back till the spirit returned. 


A WRITTEN STATEMENT. 
51rs. Ait ken wrote out a stat ment of what was 
said of Mrs. Crindle (Reynolds) by Mrs. A. B. 
Souther one evening at Mrs. C. M. Sawyer’s house. 
8he secured Mrs. Sawyer's indorsement of its cor­ 
rectness. 
It rea»Is: 
“ On the 7th day of July, 1880, I called at the 
house of Mrs. Sawyer, 17 Ellis street. 
1 was shown 
into the back parlor. The folding doors were closed, 
and after waiting a few moments, Mrs. Sawyer 
opened them aud beckoned me to wait.

filthy that I do not wish to repeat them. 
5Ir?. 
Souther then said that Mrs. Crindle (Reynold?) was 
a ho g ; that after working for her for over a tear 
and a half, that 
Mrs. 
Crindle 
should 
write 
such a letter.

Mr?. Souther said that she had worked for 5Irs. 
Crindle for over a year and a half and exhibited 
herself as the spirit of Inez Logan nearly every 
evening, and many times during the day. 
While 
personating the spirit she wore only her chemise 
and a veil over her head, and the most that Mrs. 
Crindle paid her was $4 a night. 
Mrs. Sawyer then 
asked how Mrs. Crindle managed when she went 
upon the hill to give seances, and Mrs. Souther 
then said that 51rs. Crindle always took a horn five 
feet long with her. This she dressed up in her 
clothes and placed it on the chair and came out into 
the audience herself as * Star Eye,’ and by the dim 
light the audience think that the dressed-up trum ­ 
pet in the cabinet is Mr?. Crindle. 
Mrs. Souther 
also said that her sister-in law, Mrs. Fuller, was in 
the habit of pereonating a spirit. 
She also said 
that 51 rs. Crindle was very greedy aud tried to get 
jewelry and 
presents from her patrons. 
‘ Mr. 
Gruff,’ 5Irs. Crindle’? controlling spirit, was in the 
habit of taking the jewelry out of gentlemen’s shirt 
bosoms and ¿«materializing them and taking them 
to the spirit world, but that Mrs. Crindle took them 
to Sacramento and exchanged them for jewelry i -r 
herself.

“ Indorsed by Mrs. C. M. Sawyer, 17 Ellis street.” 
TOO QUICK POR DEATH. 
Mr. Konald, of Saneóme street, at 51r?. Rey­ 
nolds’ seances talked in German with the spirit of 
his d eal sister, but it evaded test questions. The 
spirit told him his mother *as as wel1 as usual, etc. 
At the time he had a letter iu his pocket announcing 
bis m other? ceath. 
51rs. Hopkins, wife of Colonel Hopkins, one of 
Mrs. Reynolds’ henchmen, told Dr. Dean Clarke 
th at 51»-? Reynolds hail called once at their house, 
and, while searching for some slippers she had left 
there previously, found a postal card from a lady 
and carried it away. At her seance in Laurel Hail 
the next Sunday she gave the contents of this card 
to Colonel Hopkins as a test frwm the spirits. 
CAUGHT THE SPIRITS.

From long and intimate acquaintance he 
says he knows she is a fraud. 
AN OAKLAND HOLE IN THE WALL. 
The San Fraucisco reporter, then in pursuit of his 
invest gations, brought up next in Oakland. Jason 
Smith, a photographer at 171.6 Seventh street, Oak­ 
land, said that his late wife, Nellie Smith, was in­ 
duced to go to Mrs. Reynolds’ rooms, at 331 O’Far- 
rell street, San Francisco, to be “ developed ” She 
commenced in February last. 
Nellie t » d him one 
day that 5Irs. Reynolds w ished to com** over to their 
rooms iu Oakland and hold a materializing seance, 
and wanted him to bore a hole through the base­ 
board in the corner where she would have her cabi­ 
net. 
A few hours before the rime for h dding the 
seance, Mr?.

She had previously arr.-.ngeu with a Mrs. Josie Rose, 
wh » was then staying with Mr. and Mrs Smith, to 
be in the adjoining room and to speak through this 
tubcaa a spirit. The seance d ;d not come off, how­ 
ever, ¡8 Mrs. Reynolds heard hat a skeptical person 
had threatened an expose, and she gave it up for the 
lira»1. 
Soon after Mr. Smith moved across the street 
to the house where he now is, and 51rs. Reynolds 
came There and held two seances. 
WHERE THEY KEEP THE DRAPERY. 
Previous to one of these seances he happened to 
look into the room where 5irs. Reynolds was, and 
distinctly saw her engaged in adjusting the “ spirit 
drapery '’ around one of her limo?, and saw that a 
mask was tied on the knee of the same leg. This 
coiiti m id what his w ife had told him as to the manner 
in which Mrs. Reynolds smuggled the paraphernalia 
into the cabinet. 
At their table the next day, Mr. 
Smith stated, Mrs. Reynolds went through the role9 
of “ Mr. Gruff ’ and “ Effie,” speaking exactly in 
their t->ne an»l manner as at the seances, and made 
ali manner ot sport of the dupes who believed in 
her pretensions. She said it was “ all a tri k 
that 
ali mediums were “ frauds,'’ and that she “ might as 
well make money out of it as any of them .” Mr.

Oakland, says that 51 r. aud 5!rs. Lovejov had told 
her that they knew 5!re. Reynolds' manifestations 
were fraudulent, Mr. Lovejoy adm itting that he had 
himself formerly aided her as a spirit. 
Mr. Smith 
further stated that his wife frequently showed him 
how she “ played spirits’’ for Mrs. Reynolds. She 


sing through a horn, etc., and his explanations of 
these as 9he told him were identical with what she 
had told a gentleman in San Francisco. 
Mrs. Smith 
was with Mrs. Reynolds nearly a'l the time that she 
was at 33$ O’Farreli street, moving with her from 
that place to 114 Ellis street.

Mrs. Parsons also attended, ami at each they fully 
recognized their daughter, as they supposed, and 
have published to the world. 
She hail a blue dress

so n s'daughttr. 
.Mrs. Smith made the same State­ 
m ent to a friend m San Francisco before Mr. and 
Mrs. P. left for New York ] 
Last August, it should 
be here stated, Carrie Elmer hearing a spiritualist 
lecture at Washington Hall, $an Francisco, w *s im­ 
pressed with his sincerity, and wont up to him (l)r. 
Clarke) and said that, a? he was evidently an honest 
and earnest believer in the spiritualist phenomena, 
she wished to inform him what her experience had 
been in the m atter in connection with Mrs. Rey­ 
nolds. 
She said that on the 12th of that month, at 
Mrs. Reynolds* request, she consented to personate 
a materialized spirit, and she did so at 51 rs Rey­ 
nold?’ !Y*onts, 331 Fremont street, and several per­ 
sons claimed to recognize in her their spirit rela­ 
tives. 
Mr?. Elmer told Dr. Clarke that on seeing 
Mr. and Mrs. Parson? weep over the r supposed 
daughter, whom she knew to l»e her friend Nellie 
Smith ifor they lived then in the same house, San 
Francisco), she was si* shocked that she upbraided 
Nellie for it, and induced her to give up her m ateri­ 
alizing performances at once.

Smith, the Oakland photographer, further saya 
that he was once present at a seance at 33) O’Farrell 
street, San Francisco, when Mr. and Mr?. Parsons 
were called up to the cabinet to kiss their daughter, 
who soon ait- r called him up, and he fotnd he was 
kissing his own wife, Mrs. Smith. 
WHO IS THE SACRAMENTO GIRI-? 
At one of Mr». Reynolds’ seances twenty-one ma­ 
terialized spirits were represented by Sadie and 
Fanuie and their mother, Mrs. Fuller and others— 
some of them weighing apparently 200 p muds. 
Mrs. Morel, of 12.9 M ssion street, San Francisco, 
says that a roung lady with whom her daughter was 
acquainted in Sacramento called to ste her, and told 
hi r that she came down to impersonate for Mrs. 
Re\noid8. and had then impersonated for her three 
nights, and was one of the tw enty-one above named, 
THE LIVELY HAIR. 
Now comes testimony which has already been 
pub! shed In the Record Union, front oue for w hoso 
integrity ample vouchers can be given. 
At a Fi ance 
held by Mrs. Reynolds a t the Howard House, on 
Stockton street, a lock of hair wo? cut from the 
head i f one of the supposed spirits anil was after­ 
ward examined by krofessor Denton, Thomas Galea 
Foster, ami Dr. Morton, at the house <*f the latter, 
and found to have nits on it. 
Mrs. Reynolds, w hen 
told of this, accounted for it in her way, by saying 
that the body of this spirit died *n the hospital. 
Dr. 
Morton say s that he plainly saw a mask on the face 
of the si'irit from whose head the hair was cut. S. 
15. Lardner, a wool merchant in San Francisco, says 
that Amos Adams, w ith him*elf and others, induced 
Mrs. Reynolds to hold a private seance at the Bald­ 
win Hotel about two years ago, and during the samo 
they cut some hair from the head of one »f the sup­ 
posed materialized spirits atnl found nits in it 


MORE TRICKERY. 
5Ire. Vaughn, of 172'.* William stieet, Oakland, 
says she aud her husband had become believers iu 
Mrs. 
Reynolds’ materializations. 
Mrs. Reynolds 
visited her last year, and asked her to assist her, 
which she finally consented to do, to open the eyes 
of h tr husband, who was going almost crazy over 
the Reynolds' performances. 
While holding public 
seances at Laurel Hail, 32 O’Farrell street, San 
Francisco, 5Irs. hexnolds asked Mrs Vaughn to 
help her give a test to 5ir. Vaughn. So she wrote 
out a statement of his applying for a position in 
San Francisco, aud his disappointment about it on 
the previous day. 
Mrs. Reynolds came ami shook 
hands with them, and in so doing t»H»k this state­ 
ment out of Mrs. Vaughn’s hand. Subsequently, 
during the seance, Mrs. Reynolds was “ controlled ” 
to write a cotnmui ieution from one «f Mr. Vaughn's 
spirit friends containing :he test which .Mrs. Vaughn 
had handed her. 
Mr. Vaughn thereupon stated 
th at it was a most remarkable test,as Mrs. Reynolds 
could have no earthly m -ans of knowing what »*c— 
curred to him.

dirl (girl) is here and wants to speak to you.” 
She 
went ujj and while her “ d irl” (Mrs. Reynolds) 
was speaking to her she (Mrs. Reynolds) reached 
under | the table in front of the cabinet, behind 
which she. as “ Efliti, ” was kneeling, and took the 
masks and drapery front 51re. Vaughn’s knee. 


“ THE CAPTAIN WITH EI8 WHISKERS.” 
But, unluckily, Mrs. Vaughn had l«i?t the whiskers 
from the mask intended to be used in representing 
Captain Gunn. 
Soon “ Mr. G ruff” announced th at 
his medium was fainting ami 5Irs. Vaughn m ust 
c»*me into her assistance. 
51rs. Gunn offered to go, 
but “ Mr. Gruff" wanted only 5Ire. Vaughn, who 
found Mrs. Rey nolds in great trepidation about the 
lost whiskers, which she feared m ight have been 
dropped where the sitters would find them , and 
thus “ give away ” the business 
Mrs. Vaughn re­ 
turned among the auditors, slyly looking f»*r the 
whiskers, but did not find them. 
“ Mr. Gruff ” 
shortly announced th at Captain Gunn could not ma­ 
terialize at that scance. 
While Mrs. Reynold» and 
51rs. Vaughn were on their way from the seance 
they kept a sharp look-out for the teil-ta’e w hiskers, 
and, as luck would have it, t-he found them beside 
the sidewalk, and joyfully seized then*, exclaiming, 
“ The devil helps his own, sure enough!”

THE REST WAY TO WIN A LAWSUIT. 
Since Mrs. Reynolds’ arrest she has visited Mrs- 
Vaughn to hush her, and said among other things, 
“ They cannot put me down ; I’ve the money (s'ap- 
ping her hand on her pocket), ami that will defend 
me !” 5Ire. Vaughn seemed t * the interviewer to be 
a very candid woman, who told her story in a 
straightforward manner. 
She said th at Mr». Reyn­ 
olds acknowledged to her that all her performances 
were tricks she had learned and had become adroit 
in, so as to “ deceive the very elect.** 51rs Vaughn 
further affirmed th at she wore the rubber tube that 
“ Star Eye ” sometimes u?es when she “ has Gruff 
in a horn,” as her favor it.' expression is, arouml her 
waist under her dress, and the need of this whs ot.e 
thing that made the medium “ so sick ” that “ Gruff ” 
called Mrs. Vaughn behind the curtain, as related 
above. 
HOW THEY 
“ STUFF” FOR OCCASIONS. 
This is a copy of » note found one evening on the 
siJewalk in front of Mrs. Reynolds’ house : 
‘ Mrs. Kitty Hale is to b eat your rooms this r. M. 
Her brother gust is den. 
You remember the rest. 
Mrs. White lias a spirit friend by the name of 5Ir. 
Joy, an old man, and please give the name of Car­ 
rie Bishop. bay she came on a picture with Mrs. 
S. [Carrie Sawyer ] there will be quite an excite­ 
ment over it. (mum.) Give the name of George 
Ashcroft, died in Cleveland, Ohio. Comes to his 
sister.” 
A friemt »*f M r5. White, passing by, picked up thia 
note, and finding her name on it, carried it to her 
house, corner of Bryant and Seventh streets. 
See­ 
ing at once that there was a plan to impose on her, 
Mrs. White, who w*s intending to go to the seance 
that evening, concluded not to go, as she had no de­ 
sire to he victimized. 
The San Francisco account 
thus 
concludes : 
“ Made cautious and fearful of txposuro by her own 
experiences in this city and it the East, and by 
those of Mrs. Sawyer and other mediums who have 
been forcibly seized while in the very act of person­ 
ating materialized spirit? Mrs. Reynolds has around 
her near the cabinet zlways a strong body-guard 
consisting of Colonel L. R. iíopkins, Geo. W. Lewis, 
of Oakland, Captain I> I) Cook and several other 
ardent believers, who continually occupy th? “ anxi­ 
ous seats." These vigilant guardians have thus far, 
with one exception, shielded Mr?. Reynolds from the 
exposer’s ruthless hand, hut these authorized state­ 
ments, and the developments of the approaching 
trial, will, it is believed, open the eyes of all but the 
willfully blind to the enormity of this, one ot the 
greatest frauds of our city.”

WHAT 
IS 
THE 
KATTER

PRISONS ? 


The late Commission to inquire iuto the 
conduct of tho State Prisons of California 
w as appointed 
in Jniy, 1881, 
and 
re­ 
ported in A ugust of th at year. 
One of 
th e questions subm itted to was th a t of the 
w isdom of the scheme for the m anufacture 
of jute products. 
As to w hether the un­ 
dertaking would prove profitable, the Com­ 
m ission, after stating all th at was theoreti­ 
cally claimed for the plan, aniw ered th at 
th e y viewed the possibie profits as purely 
speculative, and added : 
From information obtained, as well as from testi- 
ren>n> given before us, we are led to the conclusion 
th a t all manufactories conducted by convict labor in 
prisons is at the greatest disadvantage as regards 
every factor save the one of cheap labor. 
The síl- 
2:1c inducement, then, to the establishment of any 
m anufacturing enterprise in a prison with convict 
labor, is the cheapness of the manual ’abor or band 
skill. Since this is the single advantage, it follows 
th a t *>nlv such enterprises as engage n the m&nu- 
:ure of products not capable of being produced 
by machinery, and in the production only of that 
class of articles wherein the cost of labor largely ex­ 
ceed* the cost of material, can be made successful. 
W e rei»eat that manufactories iu prisons are at dis­ 
advantage as regards every element of cost entering 
luto tin* production of wares and merchandise ex­ 
cept the single fact of labor, hence the employer of 
prison labor will enjoy no competitive advantage as 
tc any other element, and the larger this factor the 
Wore reasonable tbo probabilities of BUicess. 
A fter giving the figures, and reciting 
historical facts upon which these con­ 
cluyaos were based, the Commissioners 
a d d e d : 


Convicts aa a class have neither the capacity nor 
th e disposition to acquire skill of any kind. The 
num ber of mechanics and artisans among the con­ 
vict* is phenomenally small. W'e therefore entertain 
f^avo apprehensions as to the adaptability of this 
tib o r to the successful manufacture of jute fabrics. 
F o r these and many other rea.ons w? cannot share 
tiie confidence which seems to have inspired this 
Im portant undertaking. 
Oce of the reasocs given in detail was 
Hinted to be tho fact th at tho raw m aterial 
incut coiro from India, and the freight 
upon it will eliminate the protection the 
freight element would otherw ise afford. 
W ith the jute grown and m anipulated by 
th e cheapest labor in the world, w ith the 
beat machinery and cheapest operative 
lfttx>r, the m anufactures of India have paid 
no dividend to the* capita! invested, say the 
Commission, nor does the experience of 
th e manufactories at Dundee afford greater 
encouragement. 
I d a later page of the re ­ 
p o rt it is added : 
lfccre is no instance on record of a State Prison, 
managed a* those of California now are, l>cing 
brougnt to a »i If supporting condition, or even to a 
condition of moderate expenditure. 
The teaching 
o# uvperience if, that wherever politics control penal 
clltcus, the labor of the convicts can only be made 
In any way profitable by adopting the contrae- sys­ 
tem . with all its evils. 
Tneee conclusions and forecasts in the 
rep o rt were not sufficient to shake the 
faith of those who believed the prisons 
could be made self-supporting, especially 
by the jute m anufactures. 
B ut the works 
w ere erected, the machinery put in and the 
experim ent made, and now we have the 
beginning of a sequel which indicates very 
cleatly that the final result will be, if not a 
C 
failure, at least tho mere etarved skele­ 
to n of success. Taken at its best, the scheme 
h as been barren of anything promised for 
it, and the judgm ent of the Commissioners, 
i t would appear, is about to be fortified and 
confirm ed. 
Recently 
published 
reports 
■how th at the prison at San Quentin costs 
th e S tate $000 per day, and th at the cárn­ 
i c a of the institution do not reach $250 
p i r day. 
At this rate it will coat the State 
as m ach to “ run ” toe prison as it formerly 
didL The boast was, the public will clearly 
rom cm dor, th at the jute works would 
m *ke the Sau Quentin works self-support­ 
in g . 
B ut as is now being developed, the 
inexorable logic of bookkeeping proves 
S a n Q uentin to bo as much of a burden as 
form erly. 
It is fair to adm it th at in one 
y e a r the jute works appeared to be con- 
tr; bating m aterially to the support of the 
pr.son, and there was some profit arising 
o u t of the labor bestowed by the convicts, 
fia t the false quantity resided in the fact 
th a t the appropriation made for jate by 
reason of the sale of bage, transferred it- 
«ell 
to the 
supporting 
account—$50,­ 
000 
was 
the 
sum 
appropriated 
i/y 
buy 
j u te ; 
the sacks when sold 
disposed of this m aterial and the amount 
of the saies comprised the cost of m ate­ 
rial- 
The proceeds of sales go into the 
general fund and are thence draw n out for 
expenses. 
The result is now apparent. 
“ Tilings ” are developing precisely as was 
an ciearly forecast by the Commission of 


The weakness of man is never made more 
apparent than in the failure of hi3 method 
to do justice, as, for instance, in the case 
of the Troai-Lentini m urder. 
H ere was a 
woman in Sacramento county m urdered in 
a manner especially horrible. 
Two men 
were charged with the crime. 
One of these 
had no real motive so far as human inquiry 
can evolve evidences of motive. 
But he 
fled, was pursued, iired upon and escaped. 
A fter a long tim e he was found, and con­ 
fessed th at in a drunken quarrel w ith the 
husband of the woman he had done some­ 
thing for which he feared. 
I t was not, as 
we understand it, a direct confession of 
m urder, but wa3 an admission of a charac­ 
ter which, coupled w ith his flight, led to 
the conclusion th at he killed the woman ; 
but why he had done so never has been 
satisfactorily explained. 
A t his trial, a 
witness testified th at the husband of the 
woman was her m urderer, for he saw the 
husband lire the fatal shot. 
The defend­ 
ant also charged, indirectly, th a t the hus­ 
band was the guilty party, although he 
did not see him do the d e e d ; but such was 
the tenor of his testimony’. 
He explained 
his confession by saying it referred to an 
atlair th at took place a long tim e before, 
aud there were some physical facts to bear 
out this statem ent. 
The jury had grave 
doubts about the m atter, while some of 
them were so clear th at the defendant was 
innocent of w illful m urder th at Lentini 
was acquitted. 
This was in the face, be it 
remembered, of the testim ony of the hus­ 
band, 
Troai, 
who 
swore th at Lentini 
shot probably a t him, Troai, and killed the 
woman. 
B ut it was vigorously m aintained 
th at the physical facts did not support that 
theory. 
The 
husband, 
Troai, 
was 
next 
placed 
on 
trial, and 
all 
the 
testim ony 
again 
gone over, and 
all 
the facts examined into for over two weeks, 
and the result was announced Saturday by 
a verdict of not 
guilt}. H ere then 
we 
have the case of two meD, one of whom 
certainly killed a human being. I t was done 
either through m istake on the part of one, 
or with malice on the part of the other. 
So far as motive is concerned, there is more 
reason to suppose it to have existed in the 
case of the husband, thau in the case of 
the friend of the family who wa9 tried for 
the crime ; the husband had quarrelled 
w ith his wife, the friend had only quar­ 
relled with Troai himself. 
However that 
may be, the law in the hands of two 
juries 
has declared both men innocent. 
So far as the law is concerned, neither of 
these 
men, beyond 
reasonable 
doubt, 
killed the woman, yet both juries and 
both Courts are morally certain th a t one 
of the men killed the unfortunate person 
who was shot to death near G alt. 
H u ­ 
man laws have failed to aift tru th from 
perjury in this case, as in many others, 
and they are thus exposed in their weakest 
part. 
It is, perhaps, no reproach to the 
law, nor to the m ethods of the Courts. 
It 
but makes prom inent the fact th a t even 
the law is powerless, often, against evil ; 
th at human institutions, at best, are very 
imperfect, and th at all men can do is to 
aim at the perfection of juetice, w ithout 
the hope of ever reaching its highest stand­ 
ard. 
Perjury in the Troai-Lentini case 
has done more than to secure two men a 
little longer lease of life and liberty; it has 
branded both of them w ith such suspicion 
of crime th at both will bear the mark of 
Cain, though one of them , it is positive, is 
guiltless.

THE 
POLICE 
MUDDLE. 


On Saturday afternoon City Attorney An­ 
derson filed with the Board of Police Com­ 
missioners a lengthy and caustic communica­ 
tion, which contained much Barcasm upon the 
police department generally. 
The City A t­ 
torney says if ha was to indulge in charge- 
making he would have little else to consider. 
The paper seems to have been prompted by 
Captain Woods’ volunteer denial of some re 
marks dropped by the City Attorney in con­ 
versation with Mayor Brown on last Wednes­ 
day. Although the Mayor advised the Cap­ 
tain that there was nothing before the Board, 
he still insisted on making a statement. 
Mr. 
Anderson informs the Board that the com­ 
munication must not be considered in the 
light of charges, but only to negative the 
Captain’s statement, and says that it is usu­ 
ally time enough to enter a plea of not guilty 
when complaint is lodged. 
He also says that 
all the facts were in possession of the Board, 
and that if they should follow precedents al­ 
ready established by the Board it would re­ 
quest him to formulate specific charges upon 
its own informatiou, and that he is always 
ready to respond to the call of all depart­ 
ments cf the city government. 
Since Cap­ 
tain Woods has denied that he assisted the 
defense, 
Mr. 
Anderson 
says 
that 
he 
never 
rendered, 
nor 
did 
any 
officer 
under bis immediate command render, any 
assistance to the prosecution, but ou the 
contrary advised him (the City Attorney) 
that Mock Soon and the other defendants 
were innocent and persecuted, and that it 
was only “ Kider against his enemies.” That 
he was on the point cf dismissing ail the cases 
on Woods’ say-so, but Judge Henry declined 
until an examination was had. 
That at the 
examination a most remarkably clear case of 
willful and premeditated murder was made 
out. 
He refers to the fact that Woods thinks 
himself securely intrenched behind the ma­ 
jority of the Board, but unless he changes 
his course may find his mistake when he at­ 
tempts to dictate the policy of the Depart­ 
ment of Justice. 
He deprecates the demor­ 
alized condition of the force, and calls upen 
the Board to rise above and superior to per­ 
sonal matters, even though the majority may 
feel aggrieved at the defiant course of the 
Chief, and not to use the power simply be­ 
cause that power vesta in the Board. 
“ It is excellent 
To have a giant's strength, but tyrannous 
To use it like a giant.” 
He says he does not wish to be understood 
as maxing charges, but claims that the com­ 
munication is simply to set the Board right 
in these matters, and if possible to bring 
about harmony, and to give every officer an 
opportunity to perform his duty, and when 
any dereliction occurs to hold the offender to 
strict account.

GUILTY. 


A t half-past 11 o’clock on Saturday the 
District Attorney conclnded his argument in 
the Troai case, and after a few instructions 
from the Court, the case was given to the 
jury. 
In his charge. Judge McFarland told 
the j ury that unless they believed the evi­ 
dence of William Raffety they must bring in 
a verdict of acquittal. 
Immediately after 
they arrived in the jury-room a ballot was 
taken, which said, not guilty, 10, guilty, 2, 
On the second ballot, 11 to 1, and on the third 
ballot it stood 12 for not guilty. 
The jury 
had been engaged for sixteen days listening 
to long and tedious examinations and tire­ 
some speeches of counsel, and when they had 
finished their work they proposed to have a 
feast before returning to the Court-room. 
A 
Deputy Sheriff was Bent for a caterer, who 
took an excellent dinner to the jury-room. 
At 3 o’clock they returned to the Court-room. 
“ Gentlemen of the jury, have you agreed 
upon a verdict?” asked the Court. 
“ We have,” answered the foreman, Mr. 
Y oung. 
“ Announce it,” 
“ We, the jury, find the defendant not 
guilty.” 
The Court-room was crowded with epee 
tators, who were waiting in breathless silence 
to hear the verdict. 
When it was announced 
there was clapping of hands and stamping of 
feet from the entire audience, which showed 
plainly that they approved the decision. 
Troai was immediately surrounded by his 
friends, who grasped his hands and congratu­ 
lated him on the result of the trial. 
He was 
overcome with joy, and as he shook each of 
the jurymen by the hand, tears ran down 
his cheeks, and his emotion was bo great he 
could not speak a word. 
In conversation with a reporter yesterday, 
one of the jurymen said : 
" There wa3 not a 
man on the jury who believed the testimony 
of Raffety. 
We took no stock in the strange 
statements he made. 
We don’t believe the 
woman was murdered, but was shot by acci­ 
dent. 
Either she was shot by Lentini, who 
mistook her for Troai, or she was killed, as 
Lentini told the Italians in StocktoD, by the

One of the letters is so disconnected as to be al­ 
most unintelligible, and shows clearly that the wri­ 
ter was out of his head. 
Deceased was a farm 
iaborer. 
He uses this expression: “ 1 am very 
sorry, gentlemen, that you had to leave your house 
to try to m urder me. 
I will save you the trouble.” 
The letters are addressed “ To whoever finds this.”

All the saw-mills an th e Trnckee river are 
shut down for the season. 
The prelim inary examination of T. Van 
NoordeD, charged w ith arson in setting fire 
to his shoe store, was concluded in Woodland 
Thursday afternoon, and the defendant was 
discharged. 
Thursday afternoon the remains of a man 
were found in a newly-made grave alongside 
the Santa Monica road, nine miles from Los 
Angeles. 
An examination 
of the body 
showed that the head had been crushed by 
a club or some other blunt instrument. 
The Silver City Avalanche learns that 
Wood, Bowden and Kellogg, the thieves who 
stole Jerry Hearn’s horses from Quin River 
Valley, and who were arrested Put after­ 
wards broke jail, at Dillon, Montana, were 
hung by vigilantes. This report is doubtless 
correct, as the party who started in pursuit 
of them, after they broke jail, took no 
shackles with them. 
A patient named Burns escaped frcm the 
Reno Insane Asylum last Saturday night 
hile the dance was going on. 
He was heard 
of from near Verdi on Sunday, and Monday 
last Billy Madden, one of the guards of the 
asylum, went to Truckee in hopes of findiog 
him there. 
But he didn’t, and after leaving 
a description of the wandering lunatic with 
the officers there, Madden returned to Reno. 
Over $11.000 has been spent on the levee 
of District No. 1. in Sutter county, this year, 
of which nearly $0,000 was paid out for labor. 
The hight of the levee for a distance of three 
miles has been increased by two feet, and the 
width of the crown remains about seven feet. 
This district rejoices in a very substantial 
levee, and has every reason to be well satis­ 
fied with the season’s work, which has been 
performed in a thorough manner. 
The other day, says the Sierra Valley 
Leader, Mr. Keller, of Randolph, dug a well 
about fifteen feet deep. 
From the bottom he 
threw out a lot of gravel.
